Dr. H. E Garrison of ou r city re­ 
ceiv ed In t ev ening a telegram from

u rgeou oi iu e Consu mptiv e Sol­ 
diers’ Sanitariu m at Fort Bay ard. New 
Mex ico, annou ncing the death, at fiv e 
o’clock Friday afternoon, Au gu st IGtb, 
19 01, of Samu el J. Scott, a brother of 
Miss Garrison b hou sek eeper. 
Fou r y ears ago the deceased 
came 
from his home in G* its bu rg, Pa., to 
liv e with hi« brother A C ^cotton the 
Cou ntry man farm sou th of town.

wah sent at once to the Philippines, 
and immediately on arriv al sent into 
the mou ntains.

ment in his condition, and his sister 
hoped that he might be able to stand 
the journey home to Gettysburg, where 
she anticipated taking him, when the 
news was received of his death.
